Ancient City Given Over to Three Coo­ 
perate Armies. 
U ao Yang, Sept. 8. via Tientsin, 
13.—Tbe looting of Liao Yang has few 
parallels In the annals of warfare. 
Three arm ies on three different days 
had possession of the city and engeged 
in seta of depredation 
When the Russians entered into the 
occupation of U ao Tang they built a 
model Russian city outside tha old 
wallsd Chinese town, and thousands of 
troops were lodged within its gate«.! for safekeeping 
W hen the Japanese drove the R ussians 
out of Shanaampho hills th« Russian 
soldiers realised that the town m ust 
fall and forgot all discipline. 
They 
looted the town, sparing neither Chi­ 
nese nor European shops, destroying 
what they could not carry aw .y. They 
wantonly destroyed great quantities 
of foodstuffs sad other goods, ripping 
open bales, bags sod boxes w.tb the 
ever-read y 
bayonet 
and 
scattering 
their contente over the streets. 
Much 
liquor was found, and the soldiers, be­ 
coming drunk, committed further ex­ 
cesses. 
During the interim of the departure 
of the Russians and the arrival of the 
Japanese the Chinese soldiers and po­ 
lice finished the work the Russians be­ 
gan, pillaging the shops that were not 
found by the Russians. 
Then when 
the Japanese came they co m p lied the 
looting. 
They had been fighting for 
five days without food except dry rice, 
and broke loose upon ontering the 
town. 
The Japanese looted right and 
left. 
The shops had already suffered and 
the Japanese turned their attention to 
the 
private 
houses. 
They 
wanted 
food, b<0 overlooked nothing. 
This 
was the first tim e In this war that the 
Japanese were guilty of looting a cap 
tured city, and their officers were 
much 
disturbed 
by 
the 
outbreak. 
W hen order was restored the Japanese 
soldiers were taken out of the walled 
city and now are not allowed inside 
without a special pass. 
The Russians 
burned great quantities of supplies 
Food in the Chinese olty is very 
scarce.
